CHAPTER OF PATENT OFFICE LORE

Men Who Have Captured DBig Stakes
by the Ingenuity of Their Brains.
Others Who lave Succeeded Only
in Causing the Judicions to Smile,
Curiositics That Reach the Patent
Office Ench Year.

There Is no advantage point like the
United States patent offlve, says a
writer In the Chilcago Times-Herald,
from which to measurce and comprehend
the wonderful progress of the world in
mechanjcal appliances and in the util-
fration of nature's forces as applied to
all the <onvenlences and acvessories of
Ufe. If we conslder the stride from o
primitive plow with which the anclents
tickled the soll te the marvelous farm
Implements of todays from the first
brick libraries of Babylon and Ninevah
to the =uperb trepsures In movable
types and sumptucus  buildings that
stand, plied tier on tier, In the British
Muscum and the lbrary of congress,
we may truly reallze how the world has
progreased,

Yethere {5 a stlll further thought that
the most wonderful part of this ad-
vancement has been made within ty
last 100 years, During that time we
have had the digscovery of the telegraph
the electrie Hght and all the various
uses of electricity. Within the same
perfod we have scen the ovolution of the
printlfig wress from the clumsy hand-
lever comtrivance of Franklin's time to
the marvelous machine which prints
and folds 75,000 copies of a vomplete
elghth-page newspapsr in an hour. In
that time the Jocomotive engine, the
gteamboat and the luxurions sleeping
and dining cars have supplanted the
primitive modes of travel which pre-
ceded them, and we have advanced
from the old hand spinning wheel to the
wonderful weaving lnooms and knitting
machines of the present day. Desldes all
these we have the dizcovery of the tele-
phone, the phonograph, the sewing mia-
chine, the typewriter and even the con-
venlent Httle lucifer match which re-
place flint and frictlon. Lat any man
try to imagine the comparative condi-
tion of life and soclety iT these patented
diseoveries hand never been made and
he will measurably appreclate what the
world owes to the genlus of Inventions,

THE PATENT OFFICE.

Fow readers of daily nowspapers have
any definite lKeaw what a wonderful and
fprportant  Institution  the  Nmerican
patent office has grown to be.  Although
nine-tenths of the people of the whole
country ure directly or Indlrvetly inter-
ested In the manufaeture or use bf pat-
ented inventlons, only those who have
glven the subject attention have any
comprehensfon of the great interests
Involved or of the vast tamber who are
laborers In the tields of invention or in
some manner allied to the Industry, A
brief higtory of the growth of this great
institution will e of gencral interest,

The tirst United States lnw pertaining
to patents was ennoted April 10, 1760,
and exactly three months lnter the Hest
patent granted umder the authority of
the government was issued, The first
patent issued In Ameriea, however, wis
granted by the genernl ecourt of Muasso-
chusetis March 6, 1646, to Joseph Jon-
kes, an Englishman, who #ettled  in
Lynn in 1642, and resided there until
his death In 1683 and who was o rather
remarkable man In his thme,  He maadde
the (Hes for colning the fest money, and
algo bullt the tivgt fire engine In this
country.  DBut patents of this Kind weres,
Hke those issned In England in the carly
days of the English putent system, not
even prima facie evidenee of novelty,
and the inventor was obliged to main-
tain his clnim as best he could In the
courts.  The law of 1790 remained in
force until February, 1793, and under It
only fiftyseven patents were lgsuvd,  In
the ntter year a new act effecting some
modifications wis passed, which stood
until 1866, a period of forty-three years,
during which 9957 patents were granted,

The year 1836, In which the present
law was enacted, marked an epoch in
the Ameriean patent system, and in the
BiXty § 5 fullu\\-ll'u:. down to the he-
Einning of this year, something  over
GS2,00 patents have been issued, From
the three patents granted in 179 there
wir o growth to the high-walermarie
of 26,282 In 1800, Applications come from
every city and every Httle hmnlet in
the land, Durlng the fiscal year ending
June @ 1895, the number of appleations
filed, Including caveats, relssues, etoe.,
was 41, 01, of which 20,006 were granted,
This aggregate and that of the year
next preceding., shows a slight falling
off from the average for scveral
years previous, especially In the num-
ber of patents Issued, which s due {o the
hard times., It Is the poor mechanies
everywhere and the jacknife genlus of
the rural districts who make a major-
ity of the claima for patents, and many
of them do not tind It easy in these times
to rake together the means with which
to pay the government and attorneys’
fees. Not many years ago nearly all
the Inventive genius of the country wus
located in New England and the east-
ern states, but during the Inst two or
three decades the west has developed
its share of mechanical ingenulty,
though Connectlout, the lund of wooden
nutmegs and Waterbury watches, still
leads with the largest number patents
in proportion to population, with Massa-
chusetts gecond, the District of Colum-
bla third, New Jersey fourth, Montana
fifth, Colorado elghth and 1linols well
up in the list.

A DEE-HIVE.

The government departments at
Washington have all been called bee-

hives, but the patent office is more than
any other aptly described by the term.
1t is 4 busy,bustling place, with its near-
Iy 630 cmplofes—examin draughts-
men, clerks, copyists, ete.—erowded into
fifty-slx rooms. And with all the rest,
It i# the only bureau or departiment that
is self-sustaining, In the year 1580, the
hanner year in the history of the office,
the wtal receipts.were $1,280.572, 66, while
the expenses were $1,000,287 74, giving a
net profit of $24L074.92, In 1892 the net
varnings were $175,682.89, and for the fls-
cal year ending June 8, last, the profits
were $167.800,990, notwithstanding the
depressed condition of business gener-
ally. The total amount of net earnings
to the credit of the office in the treas-
ury of the United States is $4,566,707.75
The uestion has been ralsed whether
the government should go on accumu-
lating this fund, which has been char-
acterized as so much blood money
squeezed from  the Inventors of the
country, If the fees are now larger
than necegsary to cover the cost of ad-
Judging and aeting upon all appllca-
tions, say the objectors, why not reduce
them? ‘The object of the patent law 1s
to encourage aml stimulate invention,
Without this stimulus the great prog-
ress noted within the past 100 years
would not have heen witnessed, while
under Its operation we have seen that
where, o century ago, Franklin, a man
of selence, was <content to leave the
printing press as he found I, and as
Guttenburg had eft It 300 yeara before,
the last 100 years have seen It advance
to one of the moest wonderful mechan-
[sms in an age of wonders, And where,
a ceptury ago, the workman and Jhe
artlsan were satlgfied to jog along with
such crudse implements and methods as
were at hand, today he 1s alert and
thoughtful, looking to the attalnment
of better instrumentalities and a higher
plane of action,
CURIOBITIES IN STOCK.

Patent office resenrch has many in-
teresting  features, The model-room,
that great gtor<house of minjature me-
chanical devices, bas it curious and
its humorous side. “The curogities of
liternture” are not more entertaining
than the curosities of the patent office,
Within Its archives are models of al-
most every Implement of human use,
from the Hotehklss machine gun to the
toy pistol, and from a steam englng to
a common wood gerew, from the great
windmill to a bottle stopper, from
i steamship to a rat-trap, from o
trashing muchine o an fce dream froe-
wor, from a eradle to o tombstone, and
from a brick machine or a folding bed
to 4 flgh hook and a toy hoop, Ther
nre Jumping-jacks, dosing bottle und
life-saving bonts, cooking gtoves, print-
ing presses and  gate openers,  horse-
shoes, rallrond frogs and sausage mi-
chines, corn planters, corn shellers and
corn extroctors, fang, corsetr stays and
glove rastencrs, world without enid, The
number of patents that have been js-
sued for variations or Improvements of
the snme thing Is astonishing, Cover-
ingg so small a thing as a wood serew
there are over 100 different patents;
In the elass of lnnterns nearly 1000 pa-
lents, and for wiash bollers something
ke 500, 1Por tobaeee plpes and mouth
pleces 475 patents have been fssued, and
tor botthe stoppers upward of 600, Thes
nre among  the shaplest devicees, bat
cooning 1o the more Important cligssps
there hve oo up 1o the last year 6,048
patents granted for sewing machines,
and thelr varions attochments; for fire-
arms, not including heavy ordnnnes,
torpedo or machine guns, 4,000 patents;
for ot conplings, 6,750, and for weaving
and knittinge machines, 58128 For ag-
ricultural mplements, lncluding plant-
vrg, harvesters, throashers and  the
whole range of machines and  ap-
pliancesa, the total mumber of patents is
26,075, of which 10122 relute to plow

It woull seem that with this great
pumber of patents  alvemdy  graonted
eyvery possible improvement or device
In these clasgses Muost e covered. ot
o It Apemed Lo mnany o few Years ago,
when a majority of the present inven-
tlong were undiscovered;  yet inventive
Lraing bave gone on evolving new bdeas,
and more than hall of all the patents
issten]l Bave Leen granted in the last
fourteen yenrs, In the various classes
of electricity the most extraordinary de-
velopment has been shown within o few
years and the number of paients run
well up into the thousamls, of which the
wizard Edison alone has obtuined near-
Iy seven humdred,  The great ageregile
of putents granimd s vastly swollen by
the comtinual Inprovement of Impartant
Inventions. Tor In=tence, a single
firm of passenger and Hting elevator
manufacturers employ In thelr eon-
struction and operating mechanism
more than 260 separate patents, and
new improvements are being added con-
stantly, The modern printing  press
manufacturers cwn hundreds of poat-
ents covering the various parts which

refivrkable dreon in the prices of these
machines sinee the patents explirad, The
telegraph patents vealizged bmmense for-
tned to o number of people, T he Good -
year rubber poatents, the oviginal of
which was a shople mixture of rubber
and sulphur, formed the bhasis of vast
manufactring  indoustries and broughe
wealth to hundrads of persons. The
MoCormick harvesters and many other
agricultral machines have made several
fortiunes, The sleeping car patems and
e elevirle and telephone patents have
enormously enviched the inventors anil
all who are assoclated with them and
the marvelouns typesetting  machines,
which rank among the most wonderiul
Inventions of the age, promige also to
ke o place among the moste profitahle,
These are only o few consgspleuons in-
stanees, yet it Is not alone the wonder-
ful mechani=m or invention that attains
great Hnaneclal suecess, Sometimes a
glmpie little deviee like the common
buekle or the paper fastener will make
several furtunes, The little toy return
ball, with a rubber string attached for
drawing it back when thrown, ude
more money than the great big drsdg-
Ing machine for decpening walerwuys,

MEN MADE RICH.

Civibam Bell, who secured the tirst iel-
eplione patent; Cyrus H. MeCormick,
Ll hurvester  mmnufacturer; and
Thomas A, Fdigon, the King of modern
